( 2 ) They shall come into force in any State on such date as the State Govern¬ 
ment may, by notification in the Official Gazette, appoint. 

2 . Definitions. —In these rules, unless the context otherwise requires— 

(a) “Act” means the Prevention of Cruelty to Animals Act, 1900 ; 

(b) "performing animal” means any animal which is used at, or for the 

purpose of any entertainment to which the public are admitted through 
sale of tickets; , ' . _ 

(c) "prescribed authority” means the State Government or such other 

authority as the State Government may, by general or special order, 
specify in this behalf; ’ 

(d) “Schedule” means a Schedule appended to these rules. 
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3. Application for registration.— (1) Every application by a person desirous of 
exhibiting or training any performing animal for registration under the Act shall 
be in the form and shall contain the particulars set out in the First Schedule. 

(2) Evetv such application shall foe made to the prescribed authority within 
whose jurisdiction the applicant ordinarily resides and, if he has no fixed place of 
residence, the application shall be made to such authority as the Central Govern¬ 
ment may bv order specify in this behalf. 

4. Fee and registration.— Every application for registration shall be accompanied 
by a fee of rupees twenty five which may be paid, either in cash or in such other 
manner ar may he specified by the prescribed authority. 

5. Form of Certificate of Registration. —(1) The certificate of registration to be 
issued by the prescribed authority shall be in the form set out in the Second 
Schedule. 

(2) Every registration shall be given a serial number according to the order 
in which it is made, and the serial number shall be inserted in the certificate of 
registration issued to the applicant. 

6 . Register. —Every person to whom a certificate of registration is issued under 
these rules shall have his name entered in a register which shall be kept in the 
form set out in the Third Schedule. 

7. Inspection of register. —The register kenl under these rules shall be open to 
inspection during office hours in any working day on payment of a fee of two 
runees Rnd any person mav take extract therefrom or may require the prescribed 
authority to issue to him a certified copy of any entry therein on payment -of a 
fee of five rupees. 

8. Application for variation of entries in register. —Every application under sub¬ 
section (5) of section 23 of the Act for the variation of any particulars entered in 
the register 'hall be in the form set out in the Fourth Schedule and when any 
particulars are varied the existing certificate or registration shall be cancelled and 
a new certificate issued to the applicant. 

9. Issue of duplicate copies of certificates.— Any person whose name is registered 
under these rules mav, on proof foy him that the original certificate of registration 
has been lost or destroyed and on payment of a fee of ruoees five, be given a 
duplicate cony of the certificate of registration which for the purposes of those 
rules shall have the same effect as the original certificate of registration. 

10. Copies of certificates etc. to be sent to the Animal Welfare Bonrd.— The 

nrescribed authority shall cause a copy of everv certificate of registration or dupli¬ 
cate thereof or, a new cerliflcate issued under these rules to be sent to the Anima 1 
Welfare Board established under the Act, as soon as may be. after it is issued.

3. On 28 th July 1966 Shri S. Maitra, General Secretary of the Bombay Port Trust 
General Workers’ Union, has filed written statement on behalf of the employees. 
The Bombay Port Trust and the Bombay Port Trust Employees’ Union took extension 
from time to time for filing written statement, but did not file any. 

4 - On 29 th April 1969 , the Bombay Port Trust Employees’ Union and the Bombay 
Port Trust entered into a compromise and effected settlement. On 3 rd May 1969, 
the Bombay Port Trust and the Bombay Port Trust General Workers’ Union, entered 
Into a compromise and effected settlement. 

5 . On 19 th May 1969 , Shri A. P. Munsifl. Deputy Legal Adviser of the Bombay 
Port Trust sent a letter to the Tribunal in this reference, which was already fixed 
for hearing on 19 th June 1969 .. This letter 1b as follow,,: — 

“With reference to your notice No. CGlT- 2/9 of 1968 dated 1 st April 1969 , I 
am directed to record that the disputes forming the subject matter of 
the above reference have been settled amicably amongst the parties 
and accordingly the undermentioned papers are forwarded herewith; -— 

( 1 ) Settlement dated 29 lh April 1969 arrived at between the Bombay Port 

Trust and the B.P.T. Employees’ Union representing the Shore Crew, 
Poriwala staff and Fire Service staff of the Port Department. 

( 2 ) Joint application dated 3 rd May, 1969 made by the Bombay Port Trust 

and the B.P.T. General Workers, Union, representing the Flotilla Crew 
of the Port Department.’’ 

6 . In view of the of the above letter, accompanying th e two settlements dated 
29th April 1969 and 3 rd May 1969 , they were taken on file but n 0 further steps 
could be taken on the date of receipt of the letter as the General Secretaries of the 
Bombay Port Trust Employees’ Union and the Bombay Port Trust G en eral Workers’ 
Union, Bombay were not signatories to it. 

7 . On 19 th June 1969 , Dy. Legal Adviser, Shri R. K. Shetty, fo r the Bombay Port 
Trust, Shri S. K. Shetye, General Secretary of the B.P.T. Employees’ Union and 
Dr. S. Maitra, General Secretary of the B.P.T. General Workors’ Union, have given 
application staling that settlements have been effected and that award in terms of 
the two settlements may kindly be passed. 

8. As the parties to the reference admit the terms of settlements and as the 
terms of settlements are fair, I accept both the settlements and pass the award 
accordingly. 

9 . In the end I pass the following order; —

1 . Award in terms of settlements dated 29 th April 1969 find 3 rd May 1969 

is made. 

2 . The two settlements annexurcs ‘A’ and ‘B’ to form part of t.h e Award. 

3 . No order as to costs.

Item No. 2 .—Payment of overtime under the Minimum Wages Act on the Special 
Compensatory Allowance. 

The Bombay Port Trust agrees to give retrospective effect to this item from 1st 
November 1056. The Bombay Port Trust ad the B.P.T. Employees’ Union will Jointly 
move the Industrial Tribunal before whom this issue is pending for a consent award 
in these terms. 

Item No. 3 .—Officiatin'! allowance for officiating in higher posts in cases in 
which there has been violation of Section 16 of Minimum Wages Act. 

The B.P.T. Employees’ Union agrees to withdraw this demand, and to inform the 
Industrial Tribunal before whom this issue is pending, accordingly in so far as the 
shore crew at Alexandra Dock, P. & V. Docks and Butcher Island Head Office Pori- 
wala Staff and Fire Service Staff, of the Port Department are concerned.

2. Later on, the Government of India, in the Ministry of Labour, Employment 
and Rehabilitation (Department of Labour and Employment) transferred this 
reference to this Tribuna No. 2 , for adjudication under Order No. 22/8/68-LR1II, 
dated 25th November, 1968. 

3. Shri K. S. B. Pillai, Genreal Secretary of the General Insurance Employees’ 
Union, Bombay on behalf of the employees had filed written statement at Ex. W/l 
on 21st December 1967. According to him, there is no Scheme of Gratuity prevail¬ 
ing in the Company. The following Scheme of Gratuity be introduced. 

“On retirement or retrenchment or on death or on total and permanent dis¬ 
ability of an employee while in the service of the Company: 

“One month’s basic salary for each year of continuous service subject to a 
maximum of 20 months basic salary. 

“On resignation from service after completion of 10 years continuous service: 

“One month’s basic salary for each year of continuous service subject to a 
maximum of 20 months basic salary. 

“On termination of service by the Company. 

“One month’s basic salary for each completed year of service but not more 
than 20 month’s basic salary. 

“The salary for the purpose of calculation of Gratuity shall be the terminal 
basic salary drawable by the employee previous to death, disable¬ 
ment, retirement, resignation, retrencliment or termination of service 
as tlie case may be.” 

4 Till very recently the wages paid in the above company were very low and 
the employees were not provided for any retirement benefits. The Provident fund 
was for the first time Introduced as late as in the year 1963 although the company 
had been functioning In Bombay since 1954- Consequently, the accumulation of 
Provident Fund contribution in the account of each employee Including the em¬ 
ployer’s contribution is very meagre. The wage structure has been revised for 
the first time under a settlement dated 21st December 1966- Even after this revi¬ 
sion, the pay scale remains very unsatisfactory and the total emoluments paid to 
the employees are much below the level of minimum need-based wage. The em¬ 
ployees are not in a position to make their both ends meet. It is impossible for them 
to make any provision out of the meagre salary paid to them for their old age after 
their retirement. The company In question is a Global company having world-wide 
operations. It has got enormous capacity and Its profits had been huge yoar after 
year. The number of employees employed in the Company throughout the 
country Is not more than 50. Out of them only 28 employees are working in 
the Bombay office. The total monthly emoluments for all the 28 employees covered 
by this reference will not be more than Rs. 5000/-. As such, the yearly burden of 
Gratuity Scheme as demanded by the Union in terms of the principle laid down by 
the Supreme Court would be as follows:—. 

5000 x 20 x 4

Obviously, the above is a very small amount and the company can easily provide 
for the same The profits as shown by the Company fully justify the introduction 
of Gratuity Scheme as mentioned above. 

5. The Manager for India, for Switzerland Genera’ Insurance Co. Ltd,, Bombay 
has filed written statement at Ex. E/1 on behalf of the Company on 19th June, 
1967 According to him, It is not possible for the company to accept additional 
financial burden by Introducing a gratuity scheme. Under the Insurance Rules 
applicable to the General Insurance, the company N required to limit its expenses 
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within the ratio prescribed Tor the purpose by the Controller of Insurance. Failure 
to do so may entail cancellation of Company’s license to do business in India. As 
a result of the settlement dated 2iat December 1966, the expense ratio has con¬ 
siderably increased and in fact has exceeded the limits prescribed. The company 
has introduled a Provident Fund Scheme for the staff under which the rate of con¬ 
tribution is 8J per cent of basic wage and dearness allowance. The demand for 
additional retlral benefit in the form of gratuity is not justified considering the 
present financial position of the Company in India. From the reports appearing 
in the Press, it Is likely that the business of General Insurance will be nationali¬ 
sed and therefore the position of the Industry Is uncertain. In any event, the 
employees’ demand for gratuity at the rate of one month’s basic salary subject 
to a maximum of 20 months basic salary Is unreasonable and unjustified. The 
same be rejected. The basic wages under the settlement of 1966 are high and 
Include an element of dearness allowance as they have been fixed at 1949 level. 
As compared to other units in this industry the demand made by the employees 
In this respect is excessive. Gratuity cannot be claimed in addition to retrench¬ 
ment compensation. The same cannot be allowed in case of termination of 
service unless the employee has completed 10 years continuous service. Gra¬ 
tuity benefits cannot be considered in case of termination of service on account 
of mis-conduct of an employee. The period of service of an employee before 
raising of the dispute cannot be taken into consideration- This demand of 
the employees Is unreasonable and unjustified The same be rejected. 

6 . On 8th July 1969, both parties have filed a settlement In respecL of the 
demand for gratuity, praying that the award be made In terms of the settlement. 

7. The terms of settlement are fair and just. I accept them and pass the 
award tn terms of settlement, 

8 In the end I pass the following Order: —

AWARD 

This is a relerence by the Central Government under Section l(i(l)(d) read 
with Section 12(5) of the Industrial Disputes Act, 1947 for adjudication of a 
dispute between the Punjab National Bank Limited, New Delhi and their workmen 
represented by the Punjab National Bank Employees Association (hereinafter 
referred to as the Association) over the following demands:— 

“Whether the action of management of the Punjab National Bank Ltd., New 
Delhi, in shitting the date of increment of their employee Shri B. K. 
Mandhana clerk-cum-godown-keepcr in the Bhilwara Brunch of the 
Bank from the 13th October to the 30th December, every year is 
justified? If not to what relief is the workman entitled?" 

The Association by their statement of claim submitted that Shri B. K. 
Mandhana was originally appointed as a temporary godown-keeper by the Bhil- 
wara branch of the Punjab National Bank and posted at their Asind Godown with 
eflect from 13th October, 1964. Shri Mandhana continued there until 29th 
December, L96G and go: his annual increments also, but then he was relieved 
from Asinrl Godown ano required to report for duty at Branch Office, Bhilwara. 
There he was appointed as Clerk-cum-Godown-keeper on probation with effect 
from 30th December, 1900, Thereafter the Bank gave him increment fdso but 
starting from 30th December, next year treating him as a new entrant which in 
view of the fact that he was an old xrermanent. employee was wrong. They prayed 
that he be allowed increment from 30th October, every year instead of 30t.h 
December, and also other benefits available to permanent employees like the 
Provident Fund, Medical Aid and Leave etc, with retrospective effect that is from 
the date of his original appointment in 1964. 

The Management of the Bank by their written statement contended that Shri 
Mandhana was appointed as a Godown-keeper at Asind purely on a temporary 
basis. He was then appointed on 29th December, 1960 only as a probationer 
clerk-cum-godown-keeper at Bhilwara in a permanent vacancy. Date therefore 
of his appointment to temporary service cannot count towards Increments. 

We have theiefore to decide whether Shri Mandhana is entitled to grade 
increments from 13th October, every year or from 30th December. Both the 
parties relied only on documentary evidence, 

I have heard the representatives of the parties, perused the documents pro¬ 
duce 1 by them and also examined Shri S, L. Sharma Manager of the Bhtlwara 
Branch of the Punjab National Bank, According to him there was no godown 
of the Bank itself, at Asind. It was of tho Ginning Factory who had borrowed 
money from the Bunk. Such godowns last only till the borrower repays the loan 
to the Bank. It was at such a godown of temporary nature that Shri Mandhana 
was given a temporary job. This position is not disputed by the Association. In 
the face of such facts I find no merit in the claim of the Association, The 
appointment of Shri Mandhana at Asind from 13th October, 1904 was purely of 
a tempm-nry nnfure. The post to which he was appointed‘ was also not substan¬ 
tive. Be cannot ihernfor" claim as a matter of right that his past services should 
be counted, much less to claim grade increment from 13th October. Grade incre¬ 
ment accrue;; only fr r 'vn 30th December, every year. The, relerence is therefore 
answered accordingly. It may be submitted to the Government for favour of 
necessary aciiGn.

Welfare Fund Act, 1946 (22 of 1946), the Central Government hereby publishes the 
following report of the activities financed from the Mica Mines Labour Welfare Fund 
during the year ended on 31st March, 1968, together with a statement of accounts 
for that year and an estimate of receipts and expenditure of the said Fund for the 
year 1968-69. 


Pari I 


1. General.—The Mica Mines Labour Welfare Fund has been constituted 

under the Mica Mines Labour Welfare Fund Act, 1946 (22 of 1946) for 

the financing of activities to promote the welfare of labour employed in the mica 
mining industry. Some of the major activities enumerated for this purpose are 
sanitation, medical facilities, housing, water supply education; general improvement 
in the standard of living and recreational facilities, 

2. The Act provides for the levy of a duty of customs on all mica exported 
from India upto a maximum rate of 6 1 per cent ad valorem. The rate fixed for 
the present, however, is 2j per cent ad valorem. The collections are allocated for 
expenditure on welfare measures among the various Mica producing areas In 
proportion to their average production. 

3. The following welfare measures have so far been undertaken In Bihar. Andhra 
Pradesh and Rajasthan: — 


(1) Improvement of Medical Facilities 

(a) Hospitals .—A 100 bed Central Hospital at Karma ..Bihar), a 30 bed Regional 
Hospital at Tisri (Bihar), a 14 bed Hospital at Kalichedu (Andhra Pradesh) and a 
30 bed Central Hospital at Gangapur (Rajasthan) continued to be maintained from 
the resources of the Fund. A 50-bed T.B. Hospital at Karma (Bihar) also continued 
to function. A 18 bed T. B. Ward attached to the hospital at Kalichedu has started 
functioning. 


(b) Other Medical Facilities,—Other Medical institutions set up from the finances 
of the Fund comprise 13 Static Dispensaries, 8 Mobile Medical Units, 21 Ayurvedic 
dispensaries and 17 small community centres with Maternity and Child Welfare faci¬ 
lities. The regional distribution of these medical institutions is 2 Ayurvedic Dispen¬ 
saries, 3 Static Dispensaries, 1 Mobile Medical Unit and 4 Maternity and Child 
Welfare Centres In Andhra Pradesh; 7 Ayurvedic Dispansaries, 5 Static Dispansariet, 
3 Mobile Medical Units and 6 Small Community Centres (Dispensary) in Bihar and 
12 Ayurvedic Dispensaries; 5 Static Dispensaries, 4 Mobile Medical Unite and 7 
Maternity and Child Welfare Centres in Rajasthan. 
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Eleven beds in T, B, Hospital, Nellore have been reserved lor the exclusive 
use of mica miners and their families. Arrangements has been made for the 
treatment at the Tetulmari Leprosy Hospital, of mica miners of Bihar who suffer 
from Leprosy. The Fund made grant-in-aid to these institutions for the reservations 
of beds. 

(c) Assistance to T, B. Patients .—A subsistence allowance at Rs. 50.00 per 
month is being granted to the dependents of mica miners who are under treatment 
in the T. B. Ward attached to the Central Hospital, Karma. 

The Scheme of domlcilliary treatment of T. B. and Silicosis patients was also 
continued- The patients attending the out-door department of T. B. Hospital, Nellore; 
were granted travelling allowance. A rehabilitation cum-convalescence home set 
up in Bihar for workers cured of T. B. continued to function. Financial assistance 
to mica miners suffering from T. B. by way of aid of Rs. 50 per month as subsistence 
allowance and Rs. 50 per month for special diet for six months was continued to 
be provided. The scheme of domiciliary treatment of T. B, Patients among mica 
miners was continued in Rajasthan. 

(ii) Educational facilities ,—Nine Multipurpose Institutes, each with an Adult 
Education Centre and a Women’s Welfare Section, provide educational and recrea¬ 
tional facilities to workers, training in handicrafts like sewing etc. to the female 
workers and dependents of miners in Bihar. In two women’s centres in Andhra 
Pradesh and seven centres in Rajasthan, girls and women workers are taught 
tailoring stitching etc. Educational facilities for miners children are being provided 
in 6 Elementary Schools, two High Schools and 2 Adult Literacy Centres in 
Andhra Pradesh, 4 Primary Schools, 4 Middle Schools and 7 Feeder Centres 
in Bihar; 2 Primary Schools, 1 Middle School, 24 Adult Education 
Centres and five Feeder Centres In Rajasthan. Besides these, one evening Mining 
School is'functioning in Andhra Pradesh. It imparts training facilities to miners 
in mining trades. 

In all the schools in Andhra Pradesh, children are provided with facilities like 
free mid-day meals, milk, books, slates and clothing. Milk, tiffins; books; slates 
clothing etc. are provided to the miners' children attending the Multipurpose Insti¬ 
tutes, Community Centres and Schools in Bihar. The children attending the 
Multipurpose institutes inu Bihar are given bath dally for which oil and soap ore 
provided to the Institutes. Mid-day meals, books, slates and other stationery 
articles are supplied to the school-going children of mica miners in Rajasthan. 

Four boarding houses in Bihar and two in Andrha Pradesh are being run for 
the children of mica miners studying in schools and colleges. A hotel set up at 
Gangapur (Rajasthan) for children of mica miners studying in Higher Secondary 
Scholls continued to function. 

Scholarships are granted to the children of mica miners studying in schools 
and co'lcges in Bihar, Andhra Pradesh and Rajasthan, Such scholarships are granted 
lor both general and technical education. Mica Miners’ children studying in schools 
are also granted re-imbursement of tuition fee in Bihar. 

(iii) Recreation facilities .—Four mobile cinema units, three in Bihar and one 
in Rajasthan give free shows in different mining centres; and Radio sets have 
been provided for the recreation of mica miners and their families. In Bihar the 
recreational facilities ar provided at Multipurpose, Community and Feeder Centres. 
Out-door and in-door recreational facilities are also provided in the Centres, sub- 
centrcs and feeder Centres in Rajasthan and 15 Recreational Clubs in Andhra 
Pradesh. Bhajan and Klrtan parties are organised in different mining areas. 
Annual sports are also conducted in the form of Zonal Tournaments every year 
arid Prizes are distributed among the Winners and Runners. 

(iv) Drinking water facilities .—-06 wells (60 In Bihar and 0 In Andhra Pradesh) 
have been constructed by the Fund. A few additional wells in Bihar and In Andhra 
Pradesh have also been sunk under the subsidy Schemes under which the mica mine 
Owners who sink well get a subsidy equal to Rs. 7.500 per well or 75 per cent of the 
cost of construction whichever is less. The construction of three rhore wells under 
'this scheme. Is in progress in Andhra Pradesh. 0 wells are "being sunk in Raiasthan 
through Zda Jarishad and 90 per cent of the cost of these wells is to be met from 
the Fund. Out of these only one well has been completed at Basundani and two 
more are expected to he completed shortly, 

(v) Housing facilities .—The following housing schemOs have oeen approved by 
the Government of India for implementation for the Mica Mine labourers. 
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1. Build Your Own House Scheme. 

2. Departmental colonies. 

3. Low Cost Housing Scheme. 

4. New Subsidised Housing Scheme. 

5. Co-operative House Building Scheme: 

The progress under the Housing Schemes in various regions is as follows:— 

(a) Build Your Own House Scheme. —The Scheme envisages financial assistance 
in the form of cash or building material to the mica miners to the extent of Rs. 400 
for the purpose of improving their villages houses. Technical assistance in the 
matter will be provided by the Fund. Under this scheme 12 applicants were 
sanctioned subsidy in Andhra Pradsh and the houses are under construction. 

(b) Departmental Colonies: —According to the scheme of Departmental colonies 
the houses will be constructed at the cost of the Fund on the requisition of the 
mica mine owners and also on giving a guarantee for payment of rent for a period 
of 15 years or till the mine is closed down due to the exhaustion of mica which¬ 
ever is earlier, irrespective of the fact whether the labourers occupied the quar¬ 
ters or not. Under this Scheme, a colony of 50 houses near Shah mine Sydapuram 
(Andhra Pradesh) has been sanctioned. There is a proposal to construct a 
Departmental colony of 50 houses at Talupur (Andhra Pradesh). In addition to 
the above, a colony consisting of 50 houses has been constructed at Jorasimar and 
48 at Domchanch (Bihar). 

(vi) Financial help in case of accidents. —The Scheme relating to th e grant of 
financial assistance from the Fund to the widows and children of mica miners who 
die as a result of accidents was continued. 

(vii) Conumers' Cooperative Stores. —One wholesale (Central) Consumers’ Co¬ 
operative Stores with its seven branches and five primary stores in Bihar and 
four primary consumers’ Cooperative stores In Andhra Pradesh and three out of 
six set up in Rajasthan with th e assistance of the Fund continued to supply 
consumers’ goods at reasonable prices to the mica mining population.
